A teenager has been charged in the shoot¬ 
ing death of 20-year-old Brandon Hatcher. 

Halifax Regional Police revealed yester¬ 
day they have charged an 18-year-old with 
first-degree murder in the shooting that 
took place on Dec. 3 in Spiyfield. 

The name of the teen isn’t being 
released as he was 17 at the time of the 
shooting and his identity is protected un¬ 
der the Youth Criminal Justice Act. 

The youth was arrested and remanded 
into custody after an appearance at Hali¬ 
fax youth court yesterday. 

Hatcher was found suffering from a 
gunshot wound on the 100 block of 
Lavender Walk. He was taken to hospital 
but later succumbed to his injuries. 

Both Hatcher and his alleged killer 
were part of what police spokesman Con¬ 
st. Brian Palmeter called the “drug and 
criminal subculture.” 

“But I don’t think we’re prepared at 
this time to link them to any larger

groups or more identified groups,” said 
Palmeter when asked if he meant to refer 
to organized crime. 

The fatal shooting of Hatcher took 
place two hours after another man 
entered the QEII Health Sciences Centre 
in Halifax with a gunshot wound. 

The 22-year-old man was treated for 
non-life-threatening injuries and later re¬ 
leased. 

At the time, police said there was noth¬ 
ing to indicate the shooting was related to 
Hatcher’s, even though it occurred in 
nearby Cowie Hill. 

“Each incident has its own 
investigative team looking into it,” Palme¬ 
ter said.

Military spending 
at highest point 
in decades: Study 

O Canada was top contributor to UN peace-support 
missions, but now ranks 60th on list of 102 



Canada is spending more 
on its military than at any 
time since the end of the 
Second World War, a new 
study reports. 

The Canadian Centre for 
Policy Alternatives says de¬ 
fence spending is expected 
to hit $22.3 billion this 
year. Researchers estimate 
that’s a 54 per cent in¬ 
crease over the last decade. 

The study, released yes¬ 
terday, was produced for 
the centre by Bill Robin¬ 
son, senior adviser at the 
Rideau Institute. He notes 
that a large part of the 
budget increase has gone 
toward fighting the war in 
Afghanistan. 

Robinson argues 

Afghanistan has robbed 
Canada of the ability to ear¬ 
ly out traditional peace¬ 
keeping missions. 


“Canada could make a 
much greater contribution 
to global security and hu¬ 
manitarian action by shift¬ 
ing resources to 
non-militaiy security ef¬ 
forts and to peacekeeping 
operations,” Robinson said 
in a release by the centre.

merged company in Lon¬ 
don would draw the deci¬ 
sion-makers to England, 
reducing Canada’s role. 

“We do not believe this 
takeover offer is the right 
solution to creating a glob¬ 
ally sustainable exchange, 
and nor will it allow Cana¬ 
da to achieve the benefits 
of globalization offered,” 
Bob Dorrance, head of TD 
Securities, told a hearing at 
the Ontario legislature. 

Financial institutions, 
including TD, CIBC and Na¬ 


tional Bank, are drafting a 
public letter warning that 
Canada risks losing its 
clout as a financial centre 
if the deal goes through. 
Others are being asked to 
sign it. 

However, opposition to 
the deal by the banks was 
not unanimous. 

Eric Tripp, president of 
BMO Capital Markets, 
which advised the TMX 
Group on the deal with 
London Stock Exchange 
Group PLC, said the merger 
would benefit the industiy. 

“The TMX has a real op¬ 
portunity to expand and 
grow, under favourable 
terms, and ensure that 
Canada’s exchanges won’t 
be sidelined,” Tripp said. 
“It is an opportunity to cap¬ 
italize on our core compe¬ 
tencies to both grow and 
create jobs.”

“I interned at EastLink 
TV so I knew who we 
would pitch the idea to and 
that made it easier to get a 
meeting,” Edwards told me. 

EastLink gave The Mo¬ 
ment the green light. Goo¬ 
ra and Edwards, along with 
their co-host Mallory Moors 
of New Minas, started plot¬ 
ting their trips around the 
Maritimes to film the first 
season, which has since 
successfully wrapped. 

Thirteen episodes, 10 
cities and hundreds of kilo¬ 
meters later, it was a TV 
production crash course on 
wheels. 


“It’s been a huge learn¬ 
ing experience, both frus¬ 
trating and rewarding,” 
Edwards said. 

Produced by locals for lo¬ 
cals, Goora and Edwards 
are thankful to highlight 
our region. 

“Getting our idea on air 
was a lengthy process,” 
Goora told me. “But it’s 
awesome to see how our 
show allows us to share 
other people’s moments.” 

The travel bug has sunk 
its teeth into the trio who 
look forward to the day 
when they’ll be stamping 
their passports with more 
moments.

Shatner excited to host Genie Awards 


William Shatner says he’s 
excited to be hosting the 
Genie Awards, which he re¬ 
gards as Canada’s version of 
the Oscars.

Shatner said he’s keen to 
put on an entertaining 
show.

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Gibson makes deal in battery case 


Mel Gibson has reached a 
plea agreement with pros¬ 
ecutors who plan to file a 
misdemeanour battery 
charge against the Oscar 
winner over a fight last 
year with his then-girl- 
friend, a source with 
knowledge of the case said 
yesterday. 

Gibson will appear in 
person to enter the plea, 
according to the source 
who was not authorized to 
discuss details of the agree¬ 
ment publicly and spoke 
to The Associated Press on 
condition of anonymity. 

Gibson was expected to 
be formally charged with 
battery this week, and the 
agreement could allow the 


actor-director to avoid jail 
time. 

The charge stems from 
a dispute between Gibson 
and Oksana Grigorieva in 
January 2010. 

The Russian musician 
did not report the incident 
until months later, after 
the pair broke up and had 
negotiated a custody 
agreement involving their 
infant daughter. 

Gibson’s attorney Blair 
Berk said in a written 
statement that Gibson 
sought an agreement to re¬ 
solve the case with his 
children in mind. 

“I know from almost 20 
years as a criminal defence 
lawyer that sometimes jus¬ 



tice can come for a client 
at too high a personal 
price,” Berk’s statement 
reads. “That is particularly 
so for Mel, whose right to 


due process can only be ex¬ 
ercised in this case with an 
enormous media circus at¬ 
tached.” 

Berk’s statement did 
not disclose further details 
of the plea agreement. 

The charge is another 
blow to Gibson, the star of 
the Lethal Weapon film se¬ 
ries, whose reputation in 
Hollywood took a major 
hit after a 2006 arrest for 
drunk driving. 

A deputy’s report leaked 
to the celebrity website 
TMZ revealed the star had 
used anti-Semitic and sex¬ 
ist slurs. 

His conviction was later 
expunged. 

Recordings leaked last 


year during Gibson’s cus¬ 
tody battle with Grigorieva 
also contained racist and 
sexist taunts by the actor 
during a series of tirades. 

Gibson, 55, has never 
addressed the recordings, 
which were given to sher¬ 
iff’s investigators and 
widely circulated by the 
celebrity website RadarOn- 
line. 

The Los Angeles District 
Attorney’s Office did not 
say yesterday if it planned 
to charge Grigorieva with 
extortion, a case Gibson 
pursued after Grigorieva 
reported the fight to au¬ 
thorities. 

Gibson’s latest film, The 
Beaver, is due to premiere 


soon at the South by 
Southwest festival in 
Austin, Texas. It is only the 
second major film Gibson 
has starred in since 2002. 

He portrays a deeply 
troubled man able to com¬ 
municate only through a 
beaver puppet in the film 
directed by Jodie Foster. 

Although Gibson’s 
prominence as an actor 
has diminished, he has re¬ 
mained a Hollywood fix¬ 
ture and drawn audiences 
as a director. 

His 2004 film The Pas¬ 
sion of the Christ was a 
surprise blockbuster, earn¬ 
ing more than $300 mil¬ 
lion.

Still, Manish 
Arora, who just took on a 
second job as creative di¬ 
rector of Paco Rabanne, 
seems to be on the cusp 
of a bigger kind of fash¬ 
ion fame.

I see this common deco¬ 
rating mistake over and 
over again. Lets hang our 
art at a place where we can 
enjoy it and where it com¬ 
pliments out decorating ef¬ 
forts. 

Here are some easy-to- 
follow rules for hanging 
artwork throughout your 
home. 

Anchor the art 

When hanging art work 


over a sofa in your living 
room or a headboard in 
the bedroom (these pieces 
of furniture are referred to 
as an anchor), the artwork 
should fill approximately 
two-thirds of the width of 
the anchor. 

For example, if you have 
a sofa that is six-feet wide, 
the artwork hanging above 
should fill about four feet 
of the width of the sofa. 

This doesn’t mean that 
you have to look for a

piece of art that is four-feet 
wide — you can combine 
pieces to come up with a 
total width of four feet. 

Never hang artwork in 
relationship to the height 
of the ceiling. It should be 
hung in relationship to the 
anchor you are hanging it 
above or the floor. 

In a low-ceiling room, 
this means you should 
hang your artwork about 
eight inches above the an¬ 
chor. In a room with high 
ceilings, hang pieces 12 
inches above the anchor. 


Floating your art 

When hanging artwork 
without an anchor, consid¬ 
er eveiy angle from which 
you will be viewing the 
piece when deciding 
where to hang it. Remem¬ 
ber that hanging pieces 
lower to the ground cre¬ 
ates a more relaxed feel in 
your room. The basic rule 
is to measure 66 inches 
from the floor — the mid¬ 
dle of your artwork should 
be at this height. You’ve 
likely heard that artwork 
should be hung at “eye lev¬ 


el,” a qualification that is 
obviously in the eye of the 
beholder! 

Sixty-six inches (or five - 
feet, six-inches) is approxi¬ 
mately the height of the 
average woman, so ensur¬ 
ing that the centre of your 
artwork is placed at this 
height is a good rule of 
thumb when taking the 
“eye level” idea into ac¬ 
count. If hanging artwork 
up a stairwell wall then 
follow the 66-inch rule and 
make sure to space the art 
between the bottom and 
top steps only. 

Updating your art 

The shape of your avail¬ 
able wall space can greatly 
influence the way in 
which you hang your art¬ 
work. 

If you want to fill up 
some wall space between 
two doors, for example, it 
would be appropriate to 
hang artwork in a vertical 
fashion. 

It is particularly impor¬ 
tant to consider the shape 
of your wall space when 
hanging a collection.

There may be no universi¬ 
ty basketball team in the 
country with a more ac¬ 
complished coaching staff 
than the Dalhousie Tigers.
